LEGAL NOTIOE 


ORDINANCE NO. 395 : 
AN ORDINANCE REGULATING 
TOURIST CAMPS AND TOURIST 
COTTAGES BY AMENDING OR- 
DINANCE NO. 217, REGULAT- 
ING CONSTRUCTION AND RE- 
PAIRS TO BUILDINGS. 


The Council of the City of Alba: 
do ordain as follows: Be 
Section 143 is hereby added to Or- 
dinance No. 217 of the City of Al- 
bany, regulating construction or re- 
pair to buildings or other structures, 
to read as follows: 

TOURIST CAMPS nee TOURIST 


COTTA 

Section 143 DEFINITIONS. For 
the purpose of this Ordinance, cer- 
tain words and phrases are defined, 
and certain provisions shall be con- 
strued, as herein set out, unless it 
shall be papbenene from their context 
that a different meaning is intended. 

Section 143.1 TOURIST CAMP 
DEFINED. A “tourist camp” is any 
place where two or more camp cot- 
tages are located, or any premises 
designed or intended for the purpose 
of supplying to the public a location 
for & camp cottage. 

Section 143,2 CAMP COTTAGE 
DEFINED. A ‘‘camp cottage’ shall 
include, in addition to camp cottages 
as they are commonly known, tents, 
tent houses, house cars, auto camp 





cars, and trailers, used for, or 
adaptable to use for, livin, quarters. 
Section 143.3 UNIT DEFINED. A 


“unit” is a section of ground in any 
tourist camp used, or designed for 
use, aS a location for a single camp 


cottage. 
Section 143.4 TOURIST CAMP— 
PERMIT. It shall be unlawful for 


any person to establish or maintain, 
or to permit to be established or 
maintained upon any property own- 
ed or controlled by him, a tourist 
camp in the City of Albany, unless 
there exists a valid permit therefor 
granted and existing in compliance 
with the provisions of Section 14 of 
this Ordinance., The application for 
such permit, in addition to the re- 
uirements specified in Section 4 of 
this Ordinance, shall be accompanied 
by plans of the proposed tourist 
camp, showing the location of all 
buildings, driveways, toilet facilities, 
showers, laundry facilities, slop 
sinks, hydrants and other improve- 
ments. And the exception made in 
the last eas of said Section 4 
of this Ordinance shall apply only 
when said estimated cost 
exceed $500.00. 

A Pee fee of $100.00 per unit 
shall be charged before any such per- 
mit shall be issued, and a renewal 
fee shall be paid each year during 
the existence of such permit and in 
the said amount of $100.00 per unit 
maintained within the tourist camp, 

The approval of the City Council 
shall be necessary before the Bureau 
of Buildings and Inspections shall 
grant a permit under this section. 

or this purpose a public hearing 
shall be held and all persons whose 
names appear on the assessment rolls 
of the City as owners of property 
within three hundred (300) feet of 
the property sought to be used as a 
tourist camp shall be notified by mail 
of the date and place of said hear- 


ing. 

ection 143.5 CAMP COTTAGES 
RESTRICTED TO TOURIST 
CAMPS. UNIT AREA. It shall be 
unlawful to locate or use as living 
or sleeping quarters any camp cot- 
tage on any premises other than 
those contained within a _ tourist 
camp duly permitted and maintained 
pursuant to the provisions of this 
Ordinance, or to permit the same to 
be done on any premises. 

No unit shall contain less than 750 
square feet in area, and no unit shall 
be permitted to accommodate more 
than one (1) camp cottage. 

The provisions of this section shall 
not however, be construed to pro- 
hibit the use of the premises adja- 
cent to any residence for the accom- 
modation of not to exceed one (1) 
camp cottage occupied by non-pay- 
ing guests of the persons residing on 
the premises adjacent thereto. 

Section 1436 RECORD OF 
GUESTs. Every tourist camp shall 
maintain a manager in charge there- 
of. Such manager shall require all 
tourists or other persons using such 
tourist camp to register in a book 
kept for the peepee: He shall also 
keep a record of the name, address 
and car license number of each oc- 
cupant of such tourist camp, which 
record shall at all times be open to 
inspection by the Police Department. 

Section 143.7 LIMITATION ON 
RESIDENCE. It shall be unlawful 
for any person, except the manager 
and his bonafide employees, to re- 
main or live in any tourist camp for 
more than fifteen (15) days in any 
three-months period, and it shall be 
unlawful for any tourist camp per- 
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mittee or his agent to permit any 
person to remain in the tourist camp 
under the control of such permittee 
or his agent longer than the period 
herein allowed. 

Section 143.8 PLUMBING AND 
SANITARY REQUIREMENTS. 
Every tourist camp maintaining per- 
manent structures for living quar- 
ters shall provide each unit so im- 
proved with at least one (1) toilet, 
one (1) bath tub or shower, one (1) 
wash basin and one (1) kitchen sink. 

All tourists camp units which are 
not improved with permanent struc- 
tures for living quarters shall 
provided with a minimum, for each 
sex, of one (1) toilet and one (1) 
bath tub or shower for every three 
(3) units or fraction thereof. In 
addition thereto, there shall be pro- 
vided one (1) urinal for every three 
(3) units. Such toilets and urinals 
shall not be more than 200 feet from 
the unit served by them. A two- 
compartment laundry tub, a slop sink 
and a wash basin, with running 
water, shall be Pozen: Cee for every 
five (5) units or fraction thereof. 

No dry or chemical closets shall be 
installed or used in any tourist camps 
within the City of Albany and all 
such closets shall be sealed while 
inside the City limits, A sufficient 
number of tightly-covered metal gar- 
bage cans shall be provided in all 
tourist camps. 

Section 143.9 SANITATION GEN- 
ERALLY. Every tourist camp and 
all structures therein shall be con- 
structed and maintained at all times 
in a TooRoDe Dy, sanitary condition. 

Section 143.10 LIGHTS. Eve: 
tourist camp shall be provided wit! 
adequate means of lighting the same 
at night, and all toilets and baths 


Section 143.11 STOVES, FUEL 
AND FIRE EXTINGUISHERS, All 
stoves and fuel used in any tourist 
camp for cooking or heating pur- 

oses shall be of a type apprare b 
he Fire Marshal. ere shall at all 
times be maintained in every tour- 
ist camp at least one (1) approved 
ane extinguisher for every three (3) 
units. 

Section 143.12 KITCHENS. Every 
tourist camp not equipped with indi- 
vidual kitchens or kitchen facilities 
for each unit shall be provided with 
an adequate community kitchen ap- 

roved by the Health Officer and 

ire Chief. 

Section 143.13 GENERAL PLAN. 

Every tourist camp shall be bord- 
ered around the boundary lines by 
an ornamental tight fence, or closely- 

own hedges, not under six feet 

6’) in height, as approved by the 
Building Inspector. o gate Open- 
ing shall be constructed in the fence 
adjoining any property without the 
written permission of the owner of 
said DEE CRIN All the units shall be 
grouped in blocks abutting driveways 
or courts of not less than thirty feet 
(30) in width, giving easy access to 
all units. No camp cottage shall be 
located within five feet %) of the 
unit side-line, nor within thirty feet 
(30') of a city street. 

Section 143.14 RULES AND REG- 
ULATIONS. The Health Officer shall 
have the power to promulgate rules 
and regulations for the purpose of 
insuring the maintenance of tourist 
camps and structures therein in a 
manner compatible with public health 
and safety. é 

The requirements of sections gov- 
erning auto camps shall be consider- 
ed additional to the requirements of 
other ordinances governing buildings 
generally. 

Section 143.15 This Ordinance shall 
become effective immediately upon 
publication. ‘
